SOON TO RETURN. 


MRS. M’K IN L E Y ’S CONDITION IS 
MORE IMPROVED. 


Secretary Cofteiyou Said a Start For 
the East May Be Made Satur­ 
day or Monday. 


San Francisco, May 23.—Secretary 
Cortelyou said last night that Mrs. 
McKinley continued to improve 
and 
was doing nicely. 
When asked if he 
could state definitely when the presi­ 
dent w’ould leave 
for 
Washington. 
Secretary Cortelyou replied: 
“ I can only say that the presiden­ 
tial party proposes to depart on Sat­ 
urday if Mrs. McKinley’s condition 
will permit. 
There is a possibility, 
however, that a start 
may not be 
made until Monday. 
All depends on 
the state of Mrs. McKinley’s health.” 
President McKinley wras a guest oi 
the Knights Templars at the Mechan­ 
ics’ pavilion 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The president arrived at the pavilion 
about 3 o'clock, coming direct from 
the Scott residence. 
The president 
was met at the pavilion by a proces­ 
sion of 1,500 Sir Knights from this 
city and other cities of the state in 
full regalia and escorted inside the 
building, where 12,000 people had al­ 
ready assembled. 
The appearance of 
the president on the platform caused 
a demonstration that shook the large 
building. 
General W. H. Barnes introduced 
President McKinley. 
Following this 
introductory address a choir of 150 
voices sang “The Templars’ Prayer,” 
with the accompaniment of a band of 
60 pieces, and the effect was most im­ 
pressive. 
Then President McKinley 
responded to the address of welcome. 
Every Knight and Mason was provid­ 
ed with a small American flag. 
They 
were waved incessantly all through 
the exercises. The feature of the per­ 
formance was the presentation of a 
beautiful silk American flag to Presi­ 
dent McKinley. 
The flag is mounted 
on a manzanillo staff, at the head of 
which is a spearhead of gold. Follow­ 
ing the presentation of the flag “ The 
Star Spangled Banner” was sung by 
the audience, and there was a patriotic 
demonstration which will be long re­ 
membered by all who witnessed it. 
This closed the exercises for the af 
terrioon and the president returned tu 
the Scott residence.

Our Already Moderate C aim to Be 


Cut Or.e-half, if Other Nations W ill 


Agree— Not Accepted, but England 


Disposed to Be Considerate.

dism em berm ent.

th ought th a t $200,000,000 
w as 
the 
m axim um am o u n t 
indicated by the 
best au thorities consulted, and he has 
proved th e willingness of this govern­ 
m en t to m ake every sacrifice in the 
in terest of the integrity of C hina and 
the resto ratio n of norm al relations, 
by cutting down ou r already m oder­ 
ate claim one half if o ther powers 
would m ake proportionate reduction. 
T hese propositions have not been ac­ 
cepted by th e 
o th er 
governm ents, 
though G reat Britain has shown a dis­ 
position to a considerate tre a tm e n t of 
the m atter. 
As to the method of paym ent, it is

building, w here 12.000 people had al­ 
ready assem bled. 
T he appearance of

nity to be exacted. 
The points to be 
settled are. first, the total amount of 
the indemnity and the share of eac h 
power; second, the method of pay­ 
m ent 
In regard to the first point 
the 
president has constantly endeavored 
to moderate the demands of the pow­ 
ers to an amount which China might 
pay without financial ruin or terri­ 
torial 
dismemberment. 
He 
has 
thought that $200,000,000 
was 
the 
maximum amount 
indicated by the 
best authorities consulted, and he has 
proved the willingness of this govern­ 
ment to make every sacrifice in the 
interest of the integrity of China and 
tile restoration of normal relations, 
by cutting down our already moder­ 
ate claim or** half if other powers 
would make proportionate reduction. 
These propositions have not been ac­ 
cepted by the 
other 
governments, 
though Great Britain has shown a dis-1 
position to a considerate treatment of 
the matter. 
As to the method of payment, it is
